II. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding claims 1-3. 5. 8. 12 and 15. the Applicant argues that Edwards does not disclose the use of maps for mapping 
metadata of source documents to variables of a virtual document or mapping from variables of the virtual document to a target 
document (p. 9. para. 2-3). The Examiner disagrees because Edwards teaches mappina one document type to another (col. 6. 
lines 13-19) which could be a source document tvpe beino mapped to a virtual document type and Edwards teaches mapping a 



document to a target document (col. 7. lines 15-21).
